Currency Of Albania 
Is Very Cosmopolitan 


Smallest Nation In Balkans 
Gold Of Other Nations 
The tiny kingdom of Albania, small- 
est in the Balkans, is the only coun- 
try in that region which still pays its 
officials In gold, and where one may 
obtain gold in exchange for paper. 
A general gasp of incredulity was 
noticeable in Sofla the other day, 


| when the Albanian Bishop Vissarion, 


representing his nation at the inter- 
national conference for the union of 
International Friendship through the 
churches, calmly pulled a fat purse 
from under his cassock and paid his 
hotel and other expenses in hard yel- 


low coin. 


His Grace explained that Albania, 
having no national currency of its 
own, is obliged to pay its officials on 
the basis of the gold franc. But since 
that pre-war phenomenon is rare to- 
day, English sovereigns, Turkish pias- 
tres, Italian lire, and even United 
States $5 and $10 gold pieces are em- 
ployed in addition to the old ‘“Napo- 
leons” or ‘‘Louls.” 

Until the United States went off 
the gold standard, {ts paper dollar 
used to be regarded as the most solid 
currency circulating in the Balkans, 
and was employed to replace gold as 
a medium of exchange. Since its 
drop, however, the Albanians and 
others have gone back to the precious 
metal itself. 

In all other Balkan countries the 
governments have confiscated all 
gold, replacing it by depreciable local 
paper currency. Heavy penalties are 
tmposed on those found trafficking in 
gold, or taking forelgn exchange out 
beyond the borders,

The only way they can 
help is by making forecasts as to 
what sort of weather it will be to- 
morrow or the day after, then we 
can take an umbrella with us or leave 
it at home according to our trust in 
the “probs.”

Largest Swimming Pool 


Building Planned For Wembley Will 
Cover Over Two Acres 

Details of the proposed Empire 
swimming pool at Wembley have 
been outlined and it is stated that 
the building will be nearly half as 
large again as Albert Hall. It will 
be 420 feet long and 240 feet in width, 
and will cover an area of more than 
two acres. 

Ita roof span will be 240 feet — 
80 feet wider than the Main Hall at 
Olympia. The arena will be 300 feet 
by 88 feet, and the pool itsclf 200 
feet long and 60 feet wide, with a 
maximum depth of 16 feet. From the 
level of the arena to the apex of the 
roof will be approximately 90 feet. 

Wembley Stadium, Ltd., is provid- 
ing the whole of the money, estimated 
at $750,000, for this new enterprise. 
It is intended to open the poo! for the 
aquatic events of the British Empire 
Games in August next year. 

There will be accommodation for 
more’ than 8,000 spectators, cach of 
whom will have an upholstered tip-up 
seat. Wave-making machinery, which 
will cause the water to break on slop- 
ing “beaches” at either side of the 
pool, and under-water iNumination, 
will aid in the lure to the bathers, 
who will also have a dance floor and 
fully licensed buffets provided for 
them. 


Erect Sub-Arctic Mission 


Work Of Two Priests At Repulse Bay 
Nearing Completion 

Finishing touches are being given 
to a new mission of the Roman Cath- 
olie Church at Repulse Bay, lonely 
northern outpost, high up in the bar 
ren lands. Its construction is the 
work of Father Armande Chabeaut 
and Rev. Father Pierre Henry. 


Lumber and material for the build- |; 


ing were taken in this summer from 
Churchill, 800 miles to the south. The 
mission will be a welcome addition 
to this small settlement situated at 
the southern tip of Melville Island. 
Priests will minister principally to fur 
traders and nomadic bands of Eski- 
mos who make frequent visits. 
Repulse Bay nestles just south of 
the Height of Land. It was crossed 
and recrossed during the thrilling 
hunt for the lost MacAlpine party in 
1929, and has been known to explor- 
ers since 1619. Visitors from the 
“outside” are not numerous.
